Thomas Hitchcock’s Satilla, mak- 
ing his first appearance since the 
Belmont fall meeting last year, re- 
turned to fulfill expectations there 
over the two mile brush course when, 
favorite in a field of six, the son of 
Sortie-Incentive came home winner 
of the 43rd running of the Inter- 
national Steeplechase Handicap on 
May 15. Parading to the post with 
Satilla in this feature stake which 
opened the Westchester Racing As- 
sociation’s brush activities were 
Walter M. Jefford’s Warspite, who 
like Satilla had not started since 
Belmont’s Grand National Steeple- 
chase last October; Louis B. Mayer’s 
veteran Ossabaw; C. Mahlon Kline’s 
Tarbrush, a winner at Middleburg 
this spring; Rokeby Stable’s Good 
Chance and Emile Pfizer’s Farndale, 
top brush horse last year. 

Good Chance and Farndale shared 
top-weight of 152 pounds, while 
Satilla toted 149. Ossabaw, with 
Jockey Mergler up at 151, was sent 
directly to the front to make a 
speedy pace while Satilla, under 
Jockey Scott’s restraint, and Farn- 
dale, handled by Collins, were rated

Bimelech’s Breeding Provides 

Intriguing Proposition For 

His Future At Stud

Last Saturday the historic Withers 
Stakes was run at Belmont Park, 
and resulted in the second defeat of 
the season for Bimelech. The win- 
ner turned up in Corydon, bred, 
owned and raced by Mrs. Payne 
Whitney. Corydon would appear to “e 
one more colt to add to the list of 
improving horses. His record as a 
two year old was far from brilliant, 
including fifteen starts and only one 
victory. 

This lone win, however, was in- 
structive in the date, distance and 
manner of achievement, The race 
was for maidens at Keeneland in 
October, at a mile and a_ sixteenth. 
The horses had gone nearly a mile 
when Corydon caught the leaders 
and drew away to win as he liked. 
This sort of colt, maturing slowly 
and giving good indications of stam- 
ina is a far better risk for three-year- 
old racing than the flashy sprinters 
who make such a great splash in the 
spring and early summer two-year- 
old stakes. 

The time ror the Withers was 
more than 1:37 for the mile. After 
going about a quarter of a _ mile 
Corydon was last, about eleven len- 
gths behind the leaders. At the half, 
he was about six lengths back. At 
the turn into the short stretch, he 
caught them, and won going away. 
This record is less a commentary on 
the merit of Corydon than on the 
incapacity of the boys riding the 
front runners. 

As a general thing, it is a safe as- 
sertion that no thoroughbred can 
give his best turn of speed for more 
than three furlongs. Yet in race after 
race our modern jockeys jump their 
mounts out of the gates and let them 
run their heads off until they stop 
stone cold a long way from the fin- 
ish. 

This race was something of a con- 
trast to the Preakness the previous 
week, in that Bimelech was never 
able to get in front. He must have 
worn himself out fighting for the 
lead with Roman, a colt that could 
not go a mile in any case. It begins 
to look as though Bimelech does not 
like his races too clese together. And 
regrettable as it is to have to face 
the fact, Bimelech probably has not 
made normal improvement from two 
to three years of age. 

The Belmont Stakes, run June 
8th over a distance of a mile and a 
half will give us a truer line on 
Bimelech’s capacities than we have 
yet had. There is plenty of time for 
the colt to be freshened up. Unless 
there is a heavy or a cuppy track on 
the day of the race, Bimelech will 
show whether he is lacking in class 
and stamina or whether his defeats 
have been due to over-racing and 
Staleness. 

Regardless of the eventual stature 
Bimele€ch will come to have as a race 
horse,..a little up or down from his 
present high level of excellence. .he 
will be an intriguing proposition as 
a stallion. His sire, Black Toney, 
was a very remarkable stock horse, 
taking rank as one of the three or 
four best stallions in America dur- 
ing the last twenty years on the basis

Dunade Captures 
Malden Feature 
From Be Jabbers 





Son Of Dunlin Shows Earlier 

Florida Form In Opening 

Day At Suffolk Downs 

Fanfare Farm’s Virginia-bred 
Dunade scored his first northern 
handicap triumph this season when 
he conquered the Bud Lerner mare 
Be Jabbers after a hard fought mile 
and 70 yard battle for the Malden 
Handicap, opening day feature at 
Suffolk Downs last Monday, May 20. 
Though the 6-year-old son of Dunlin- 
*arade was unsuccessful in all of 
his four attempts at Narragansett re- 
cently, Dunade’s latest performance 
showed a return to his earlier form 
during the Florida season when he 
accounted for both the Fort Dallas 
Park and the Coral Gables Handicaps 
at Hialeah in January, for he held 
his position close to the pacemaking 
Be Jabbers for three quarters of a 
mile, then came strongly in the 
stretch, and outfinished the heavier 
weighted mare by a margin as they 
drove across the line four lengths 
before the favored Forever Prince. 
The Malden netted Dunade’s owner 
$1,300. 


Once again a distance runner hail- 
ing from Virginia’s Clarke County 
swept to victory on the West Coast 
when G. W. Lawless’s Bonnie Sea, 
5-year-old gelded son of the Walnut 
Hall stallion Messenger, won the 
two mile Caliente Cup Handicap at 
Agua Caliente on May 19. Follow- 
ing the example of Big Ed, son of 
the late Audley sire *Bright Knight, 
who set a new American record for 
two miles and a half at Santa Anita 
last February and later won both the 
Four Mile Prep and _ International 
Championship Handicaps at Caliente, 
this later aspirant sped the two miles 
of the Caliente Cup in 3.26 3-5, just 
ane and 3-5 seconds short of the 
track record. 


Hugh Dufford‘'s Torchlight, 5-year 
old Court Manor bred daughter of the 
late *Traumer, scored her second 
victory this month when she sped 
7 furlongs in 1.25 to take the Big- 
gonet Handicap from Gustave Ring’s 
good mare Lady Maryland at Bel- 
mont on May 16. Torchlight’s three 
previous performances this year have 
not been unimpressive, for in her 
first outing on April 24 she was se- 
cond to Circle M’s Speed to Spare in 
the 6 furlong Mount Pleasant Handl- 
cap at Havre de Grace, then won a 
graded handicap at Pimlico on May 
4 and was third in Pimlico’s Carroll 
Handicap on May 9, behind Witch- 
like and Arden Lass. 


H. Guy Bedwell’s 2-year-old Blen- 
sign made his first appearance fol- 
lowing his Ral Parr Stakes victory 
another triumph worthy of note when 
he stepped five furlongs of Belmont’s 
Widener chute in 57 3-5, just one 
and 3-5 seconds off the track record, 
to annex the $1,200 Hurst Park 
Purse from Victor Emanuel’s Omis- 
sion by an easy two lengths. Recall- 
ing the one previous outing of his 
career when he made use of a Pim- 
lico Stake to break his maiden, this 
Virginia-bred son of Blenheim— 
Design looms upon the 1940 juvenile 


horizon as one certain to command 
attention. 


The first of this year’s crop of 2- 
year-olds by the Middleburg sire My 
Broom scored his maiden victory at 
Detroit last Monday, May 20, out- 
distancing eight other non-winners 
for 4 1-2 furlongs. At nearby Charles 
Town, Ewart Johnston’s locally bred 
Clay Hill, son of Mud, the sire who 
died last year on his return to Pen- 
nsylvania, turned in his maiden 
triumph over the 4 % furlong course 
on May 16, while over the same 
course on May 20, Mayfern, a daugh- 
ter of the late Merylander Mowlee, 
racing for E. A. Nicodemus, account- 
ed likewise.

Extra Pounds Better Than 
Inexperience So Long As 
Jockey Retains Nerve 


BY J. FAIRFAX-BLAKKBOROUGH 


At one or two race meetings re- 
cently the entries have been so big 
that some races have had to be divid- 
ed and the customary 6 events ex- 
tended to 8 or more. In other days 
it was not uncommon on narrow 
tracks for horses to be started in two 
lines..a front and rear rank. This 
was often necessary at the now de- 
funct Northallerton Meeting, and 
about the same time we find in the 
conditions of a race at the Howth 
and Baldoyle meeting in Ireland: 


“The horses to be started in two 
rows, 30 yds. apart. First row, horses 
that have never started for any race 
ridden by professional Jockeys. All 
other horses to be in the second 
row.” 

When the late Bob Harper ended 
his career as'a Steeplechase Jockey 
he was appointed Starter at a few 
fixtures. Once at Wetherby he had a 
big field—too big really for one race 

and time after time he tried with- 
out success to get them into line. At 
last, in desperation, he shouted 
“Will those jockeys who are trying, 
line up here and I'll get you off?” 

Reverting to the division of races, 
this had to be done at both Fontwell 
Park and Stratford-on-Avon, where 
they had 8 races on the eard. I 
should imagine there were more 
strangers at Stratford Races the oth- 
er day than has ever’ before’ been 
known and not a few enquired ‘‘How 
do you get there?” Yet Stratford is 
a very old fixture and in normal 
times hundreds of Americans annual- 
ly find their way to the little town 
without any difficulty, though it is 
to the shrine of Shakespeare rather 
than to the little Warwickshire 
jumping Meeting they go. They had 
racing at Stratford over a century 
ago, and it is interesting to mention 
that in 1840 the big race there (a 
Sweepstakes of £10 each with £60 
added, 4 miles’ steeplechase) was 
won by Mr. Elmore’s Lottery, which 
the previous year, had won the first 
Grand National. Bred by Jackson at 
Riston, near Hull, Lottery was sent 


with some more 4-year-old hunters 
to Horncastle, then one of the biggest 
horse-fairs in the country. John 
Elmore of Uxendon, near Harrow, 
(a prominent horse dealer) bought 
Lottery at this fair for £120, dnd 
Jim Mason, who rode him in most of 
his subsequent races, including the 
National, was originally Elmore’s 
“nagsman’’, but as he schooled Lot- 
tery he was given the mount on him 
and developed into the most success- 
ful cross country rider of his day. He 
hailed from Peterborough and _ for 
long his line continued as_ Steeple- 
chase Jockeys. 

M. Beary, Joe Taylor, R. Perryman 
and others of the older school of 
Jockeys are piling up their successes, 
A well-known Trainer (himself a 
veteran) told me the other day on 
the way to a Race Meeting that he 
had three runners, that he fancied 
them all if he could get a Jockey to 
his liking. He had almost engaged

REVIEWING THE HUNTERS IN TIMBER RACING 








One of the best Spring Timber seasons in several years at the Hunt Meet- 
ings came to a close with the Rose Tree fixture last Saturday. The follow- 


ing statistics are interesting:

The above figures are based on timber racing at Meetings held under the 
auspices of the National Steeplechase and Hunt Assn., from Sandhills through 
Rose Tree, and do not include Point-to-Points of the old-fashioned denomi- 
nation, with the exception of the Foxhunters Challenge Race run this year 
at the Grand National Point-to-Point Meeting in place of the old Churchville 
Cup, and the Whitemarsh Invitation Cup. 

Whereas the number of races over timber held this spring were two less 
than in 1939, twenty-one more runners were seen in action and only one 
more failed to finish, bespeaking a very much improved class of jumpers. 
This improvement should be greeted by American racing enthusiasts with 
very real enthusiasm 

To keep the ball rolling for timber racing, Owners, Riders and Race Com- 
mittees have been constantly alert to any changes to encourage the sport. 
It is a sport that needs backing of the very best American sportsmen, for 
there is little financial inducement to running timber horses. The only real 
inducement is the sporting nature of the race itself and this is as it should 
be, for timber racing must remain an amateur game. 

One of the most significant moments of the past Spring’s timber racing 
was the field of nine Hunting-Hunters which attempted to turn back Block- 
cade’s retiring effort in the Maryland Hunt Cup. These nine Hunters chal- 
lenged the great son of Man o’War, especially prepared for this effort, pres- 
sed him to the very finish and all but one stood up to accomplish the big 
Reconsidered was the lone one to fail and this Hunter galloped 
away from his lost rider following a refusal. Eight hunters from the fox- 
hunting fields had gone the Maryland with hardly a fault over the twenty- 
two big fences 

The result of the Maryland was in great contrast to the outcome of the

Virginia Gold Cup the week later, 
smaller “streamlined fences”. But two finished, Black Sweep, the winner, 
and Or Else, both of whom had been in the Maryland the previous week. The 
following week at Radnor witnessed a complete contradiction of this compari- 
son, when a field of eleven went forth over twenty-six ‘‘streamlined fences” 
and the same distance of four miles and all stood up. But in this instance, 
bad mistakes broke flimsy rails and helped keep horses in the running. 

Race Committees devised the ‘‘streamlined fences’’ several years ago in 
an endeavor to prevent small fields. As the result of leaning these fences, the 
pace over such courses has increased, and likewise, falls, as horses have 
tended to put in little short strides without checking their speed, and when 
hitting, if the rails do not break, they come down. It would seem that the 
“streamlined timber” has not produced the desired results, unless all courses 
install brittle hurdle panels as some of the Radnor fences proved and as was 
true at Middleburg in 1939, when Black Sweep won. Appreciating that over 
eighty per cent of the fifty horses who ran this Spring in timber races were 
out of the current foxhunting fields, the logical solution seems to be to re- 
store the normal up-right post-and-rail hunting field fences. These fences 
proved more satisfactory in the Maryland, the Grand National Point-to-Point 
and the Whitemarsh Meetings. 

Reviewing further the recent Spring timber season, it is interesting to note 
that but six horses contending were horses.who are kept strictly for timber 


racing. Of these, Black Sweep won the Middleburg Cup and the Virginia 


Gold Cup; *Faction Fighter won the Carolina Cup and the Gloucester Fox 





Hunters Plate; *Escape IIT won the Deep Run Hunt Cup and Blockade The 
Maryland, while Comonhome and Home Sweet Home were not credited with 
triumphs. Black Sweep, however, was a Hunting-Hunter of the previous 
season. 

The balance of the timber races were won by Hunting-Hunters, as Postman 
Home won the Sandhills Cup; Monty R., My Lady’s Manor; Myrmidon, the 
John Rush Streett Memorial and the Grand National Point-to-Point; Clifton's 
Gem, the Foxhunters Challenge Plate; Bungtown, the Harston Cup; Hench- 
man, the Radnor Hunt Cup; and Coq Noir, the Whitemarsh Invitation Cup, 
the Hagen Memorial and the Bayard Taylor Plate. 

It is most encouraging to find this number of Hunting-Hunters racing over 
timber successfully. For more such Hunters one must turn to the hunting 
field and with some one hundred and thirty Recognized Hunts, averaging at 
least thirty Hunters each, these 3,900 Hunters should certainly form a fur- 
ther nucleus for timber racing if but the proper inducement could be offered. 

The best possible sporting competition that could be imagined for timber 
racing might well be to have Hunts entering timber horses with the name of 
the Hunt printed in the program alongside the name of the horse and the 
owner’s name. If this were done, it might be necessary to make one of the 
conditions for all timber events be that the horse to qualify as a starter must 
have been a bona fide Hunter with Hounds. 

After all, the reason for timber racing is to test the respective merit of 
Hunters over natural American country. Why not insist that horses running 
over timber are timber horses in the real sense of the word? If this were 
done, then the way would be open for every timber race to be a contest 
among the Recognized Hunts of North America, as to which had the best 
Hunter. Members of Pickering Hunt would have been well pleased with 
the win of William J. Clothier’s Henchman at Radnor, had he been entered 
in the name of his Hunt, likewise would have Warrenton Members had Mrs. 
Stewart Spilman’s Postman Home run as a Warrenton Hunt representative, 
to which he was justified, as he had spent the season as the Honorary Whip- 
per-in’s mount, and even so with L. A. Randall’s Monty R. of Howard County 
when ke won the My Lady’s Manor and beat Blockade. 

There could be further, a prize given by all the Recognized Hunts for the 
Hunt whose Hunters won the major number of timber races through a sea- 
This trophy could be presented at the Masters of Foxhounds Dinner or 
at some other suitable occasion. The great thing about timber racing is that 
it is helping keep the Amateur Foxhunter interested in steeplechasing and 
it is upon this ’cross-country gentleman that much depends for the continu- 
ance of all sport between the flags.

Continued from Page Three 
the rider he wanted, but retainers 
and possible calls from Owners and 
Trainers whom Jockeys cannot well 
refuse, often make it difficult for 
them definitely to promise to ride 
for stables which only occasionally 
ask for their services, The Trainer 
with whom [J travelled interested me 
much when he said: 

‘I'd far rather my horses carried 
an extra pound or two to get a level 
headed, strong, older Jockey who 
will do as he is told, than claim the 
allowance and put up most appren- 
tices. In my time I’ve had a_e good 
many races thrown away by little 
boys who either lose their heads, or 
are not strong enough to hold their 
horses together and ride a finish. I 
quite admit that all Jockeys must 
have opportunities to gain experien- 
ce but IT don’t want fancied horses of 
mine to act as schoolmasters in pub- 
lic. So long as an old Jockey retains 
his nerve and dash it is my opinion 
he’ll get more out of a horse and be 
able to give more helpful informat- 
ion as to the animal he has ridden, 
than the average light hoy who, more 
often than not has been merely a 
passenger.” 

M. Beary, of course, is no noviec 
for he commenced to ride in public 
in 1913. He has a Derby, Oaks, St. 
Leger, Cambridgeshire and (Cesare 
witch to his credit and has by no 
means finished yet..indeed, in the 
opinion of many he is riding better 
than ever. What's more he goes just 
as well to Hounds over a stiff coun- 
try as he does on a racecourse. 

It is twenty-six years since the al- 
ways cheery Yorkshireman, Joe Tay- 
lor rode his first winner. He is the 
eldest of three brothers who all be- 
came Jockeys 
to J. Dawson. At Edinburgh in 1925 
Joe rode three winners in one after-

anced and change their legs when 
Jockeys lift their whips. 

Tod Sloan, (derided when he first 
arrived here from America), went 
to the top of the Jockey Profession 
because he broke away from most of 
the old English ideas as to race rid- 
ing. When he came to England the 
whip was much in use. Indeed, in 
“British Sports’? W. H. Scott (one of 
John Lawrence's aliases) quoted the 
instructions given to a jockey named 
farnes, These were: 

“Make him win, or cut his b.. 
entrails out. It you don’t give him 
his belly full of whip, you'll never 
ride for me again. I'll find horse if 
you find whip and spur.” 

Here is what poor. misguided, con- 
ceited but clever Tod Sloan said: 

“The whip can be of use if pro- 
perly applied, but it can be a stopper 
to a horse, The one great advantage 
for any Jockey who knows how to 
handle the whip is that an animal 
can frequently be kept straight.” 

The great Admiral Rous (known 
as “The Dictator of the Turf’’) agre- 
ed with this for he said “Three great 
races were thrown away by a cele- 
brated young Jockey, because he 
could not wait and would flog his 
horse. Thousands of races are won by 
a judicious pull. And hundreds are 
lost by the abuse of whip and spur.”

Continued from Page Three 
of any objective test of merit. His 
dam, La Troienne, has had five run- 
ners to date, all five of which have 
been winners, and four of which have 
been stake winners, including the 
great filly Black Helen, the Selima 
Stakes winner Big Hurry, and the 
present three-year-old, Bimelech, 

Both sire and dam have been pro- 
ducers of a uniformly high order of 
excellence. On the theory that like 
begets like, it would be surprising if 
Bimelech in his turn did not become 
a sire of high standard in keeping 
with the record of both his parents 
and in keeping with his own great 
racing ability. 

Two other cases come to mind 
which are like Bimelech’s case, in 
that both sire and dam were proved 
producers of high quality, where 
their offspring having proved high 
class race horses are taking first 
rank as stallions, 

First, take the case of Hyperion. 
His sire is Gainsborough, a winner 
of the English war time Derby, and 
the best colt of his year. Gains- 
borough is by Bayardo, who was 
also the best colt of his year. Bay- 
ardo was out of a stake mare, Gali- 
cia, Who became the dam of winners 
of nearly $500,000.00 in England, 
easily a record when made, Gains- 
borough himself was out of Rose- 
drop, a winner of England’s premier 
stake for fillies, The Oaks. 

Hyperion’s dam was Selene, the 
best filly of her year and possibly 
the best three-year-old of her year. 
She was the winner of 16 races out 
of twenty-two starts at two and 
three, Selene was by Chaucer, a good 
stake winner and a son of St. Simon 
and Canterbury Pilgrim, who was a 
winner of the Oaks, and a daughter 
of Pilgrimage, Pilgrimage won both 
the One and Two Thousand Guineas, 
and bred Jeddah, a winner of the 
Derby. Now Selene has bred some- 
thing like EIGHT high class stake 
winners, Her dam also bred the great 
race mare Tranquil, and other win- 
ners of the highest class. The great 
granddam was Gondolette, who has 
become the foundation stone of a 
great dynasty. She was the dam of 
Sansovino, winner of the Derby and 
Ferry, winner of the One Thousand 
Guineas. 

From this constellation of great 
names on the track and at the stud, 
backed up by first class performance 
in his own case, it can be seen that 
Hyperion had every right to be one 
of the greatest stallions ever known. 
It is, perhaps, too early to pronounce 
judgment, but it begins to look as 
though he will take rank with the 
giants of the breed such as St. Simon 
and Stockwell, 

The same thing is true to a lesser 
extent in the case of Tourbillon, who 


‘was mentioned in these columns last 


week as the best stallion in France. 
His sire Ksar was one of the great- 
est horses ever seen in France. 
Ksar’s sire Bruleur was a great win- 
ner of the Grand Prix and was out of 
a first class mare. Ksar himself was 
out of one of the two or three best 


mares ever seen in France, Kizil
